on the subject: 
“ The attention of the clergy is here­ 
by called to the provision of the T hird 
Plenary Council of Baltimore, 
No. 
29 0, page Ififi. where parish picnics, 
excursions, fairs, etc., are forbidden 
w ithout a w ritten permission in eacli 
case from the ordinary of the diocese, 
and where it is provided tha t when 
such permission has been granted, the 
selling of intoxicating liquors of any 
k ind is positively forbidden, as well as 
balls and dances. 
“ No permission will be granted for 
picnics on such days as Memorial day. 
“ P. VV. R 
iok da n , 
“ Archbishop of San Francisco.” 
T he same sentim ent has been ex­ 
pressed by Cardinal Gibbons, though 
in the form of » ^suggestion rather 
tha n a direct obligation. 
T he action 
is com mendable. 
It m ak es the pro­ 
vision of the Plenary Council obli­ 
gatory in his diocese, and his decision 
not to grant permission for outings on 
Memorial days mak e infringem ents on 
i those 
occasions, 
held 
sacred 
to 
i thoughts of the country’s dead, under 
the plea of church and charity inte r­ 
ests 
impossible 
while 
inculcating 
sentim ents of patriotism .
